were two or three merchant ships being scrapped and on the west quay^ 
a 14, 000-ton tanker undergoing repairs. 

In the daytime of 8 August an empty 5,000-ton Russian merchant 
ship stopped in the area of the New Harbor, approximately on the align- 
ment between the head of the New Mole and the head of the Platonovskly 
Mole. It cast anchor in the direction of the New Mole by means of its 
two prow anchors and moored itself by the stern to a large tugboat 
which was anchored in the opposite direction, i.e., toward the "Platonov - 
skiy Mole." 

The ship had a large cable which completely encircled the free- 
board and anchored to the deck by pieces of cable also of steel. 
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
